Famous American Composers 


ETHELBERT NEVIN 


The piano and its compositions were the medium 
through which Ethelbert Nevin became famous in music, 
though he remains the least known of the five men fea- 
tured on the Famous Composers series. Born Nov. 25, 
1862, at Edgeworth, a suburb of Pittsburgh, he was 
the son of an influential citizen of Pittsburgh, editor and 
owner of the Pittsburgh Leader and amateur composer. 
One of his father’s political campaign songs was written 
for the campaign of President Polk and received national 
attention. Nevin’s mother also was musically inclined 
and when a girl at Uniontown, Pa., the first grand piano 
ever brought over the Alleghenies was delivered to her. 
As a child Nevin played the piano and for amusement 
tried his hands at composition and one of these pieces 
written before he was 13 was the well known “Good 
Night, Good Night, Beloved,” which however was not 
published until 1886 in his first volume, the “Sketch Book.” His father opposed his 
becoming a composer on practical grounds and sent him abroad for a year of 
travel which was intended to make Nevin forget musical ambitions. The opposite 
resulted for in Europe he became better acquainted with musical figures of the 
day. Upon returning he spent three years at the University of Western Pennsyl- 
vania, where he continued to compose. At the age of 17 he played a difficult 
Chopin composition at a public performance and the public reaction was such that 
his father withdrew objections and sent him to Boston to study. The family for- 
tunes waned and in 1882 Nevin returned to Pittsburgh to teach piano and play the 
Trinity Church organ, giving occasional concerts, and studying under local teachers. 
After two years, in 1884, he had saved enough of his earnings to go to Berlin to 
study, returning to Boston in 1887, where he lived until 1894 with exception of a 
trip to Paris. Following an extensive concert tour of the U. S. in 1894, the next six 
years were spent chiefly in study abroad. He was married in 1888 to Anne Paul 
of Pittsburgh. His compositions are mainly noted for their delicacy and include 
waltzes, songs and instrumental solos, including some well adapted to the organ. 
Outstanding are “The Rosary,” “Narcissus,” “O, That We Two Were Maying,” “A 
Day in Venice,” and the “Cradle Song.” Altogether he composed some 50 songs, 
several cantatas and over 50 instrumental pieces. Nevin died at New Haven, Conn., 
February 17, 1901. Ethelbert is sometimes confused with his younger brother, 
Arthur Finley Nevin, also a successful composer.

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Argentine Fonopost Anniversary 





The postal service of Argentina cele- 
brated the first anniversary in April of 
its Fonopost service. The service has 
proven very popular and has had many 
unusual customers. One man, the Buenos 
Aires Herald relates, was to be operated 
upon and being warned that he might 
lose his voice forever, had recordings 
made for himself and family. He did 
lose his voice and the records sent home 
by the Postal Service are the only thing 
by which his voice is remembered. For- 
eigners in the Argentine have sent “voice 
letters” to friends and family in the 
home country and children away at 
school or on visits have sent parents 
their “Hello, Ma” messages in this form. 
The recordings are made in such a man- 
ner the operators of the machine do not 
hear what is said, thus guaranteeing 
privacy.

One unusual order for the service was 
1500 letters sent by a firm to its custom: 
ers. It was a form letter but had a 
different beginning in order to be “per- 
sonal” and an employee had to read this 
1500 times, averaging 100 a day. The 
recording machines have also been taken 
into hospitals for use by patients. 

Mr. H. A. Spanton advises that the 
service was inaugurated last April 14 and 
the special stamps issued last December 
11 have become obsolete as of April 15. 
Ordinary postage stamps will in future 
be used to pay the cost of the recording 
and delivery, for which a combined fee is 
collected by means of stamps. Talking 
letters are becoming a regular feature of 
Argentine daily life, and many people 
show up at post offices with messages 
written in advance, which they record 
and have mailed, the recipient “receiv- 
ing” it by playing it on a phonograph.

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The collecting of postal registration 
wmbers of the French colonial posses- 
sons is an intriguing side line of which 
many collectors in the United States are 
maware, and one, which perhaps is not 
istensively engaged in even by collectors 
if those colonial issues. This can be 
xcounted for by the fact that these 
labels are found only upon items which 
have been transmitted through the mails, 
ad as is generally known, postally used 
sieces from many of these colonies are 
emparatively rare among the rank and 
fle of collectors in the United States. For 
this reason they become at once increas- 
ingly interesting to those collectors who 
have them and who enjoy the variety of 
originality in their collecting activities. 

While these labels are not ordinarily 
valid for the prepayment of postage, nor 
xe they in any way expected to take the 
glace of postage stamps, one instance has 
en noted where this apparently has 
yen the case, the cover coming through 
and being delivered to addressee in the 
United States without postage due, the 
registration label on the cover being the 
mly evidence of prepayment of postage. 
These numbers, in contrast to those in 
we in the United States, are in reality 
aprinted adhesive label and are applied 
to the mailing piece in the same manner 
s are postage stamps. They are printed 
m light buff or straw colored paper, rec- 
angular in shape with a single line bor- 
ier, large letter “RR,” and numeral in 
ed, and with the name of issuing post 
fice in black capitals across the top, 
parently handstamped. The large let- 
er “R” is to the left center of the label 
vithin the border, and the numeral in 
omewhat smaller type to the right and 
xottom of the label. The border meas- 
wes approximately 18 mm by 40 mm. 
Three distinct types of these adhe- 
ives have been observed. They are as 
ollows: 

1. This seems to be the earlier type. 
lt has pinhole perforations on each side, 
iso a row of such perforations vertically 
about 10 mm in from the left border line, 
‘eparating the letter “R” from the re- 
mainder of the label. The figures of the 
numeral are approximately 5 mm tall 
which is slightly less than later types. 
There is also the abbreviation “No.” just 
preceding the numeral on the label. The 
face of the type used is the same width 
throughout. 

2. This type is similar to type one 
with the following exceptions: The bor- 
dr line is thinner, the abbreviation 
‘No.” is absent, the figures of the nu- 
meral are 644 mm tall and are from an 
ttirely different font of type. 

_3. Type three is like type two except 
tis imperforate throughout. The writer 
tas seen only three specimens of this 
Ype which were for numbers, 000, 001, 
ind 137, all from Douala, Cameroons.

“I have several copies of recent Can- 
adian stamps surcharged with a number 
between double lines; what are they?”

These are precancels and while printed 
on the stamp in the same manner as a 
surcharge, are simply the cancellation. 
See answer to next question below. 


“How are Canadian precancels num- 
bered? What cities use them and from 
what number do they commence?” In 
1931 Canada commenced issuing the 
number precancellations instead of the 
town name. The number used is the 
number of that post office in the money 
order system and most seem to be in 
four figures. It would be necessary to 
check a list of money order post offices 
of Canada to identify these numbers. The 
last catalogue of which we have record 
(and all other Canadian precancels) is 
that of Hoover Brothers, 444 Fourth 
Ave., New York City, 1938 Edition, 
price $1.00. 





“How about a semi-postal issue for 
the benefit of the Red Cross right now? 
How should we go about getting one?” 
Some of the means used to obtain com- 
memoratives or other issues had best re- 
main out of print. Collectors have re- 
peatedly indicated they were almost 
solidly against any sort of semi-postal 
issues, no matter for what cause. To is- 
sue one would, they feel, pave the way 
for such issues in the number for which 
certain countries are noted. The usual 
formula to attempt to obtain a stamp is 
by petition to the Postmaster General. 
Sometimes a congressional resolution fa- 
voring such an issue is passed if political 
power is available to the group urging 
such an issue. The failure of philately 
to obtain issuance of a stamp for the 
Adhesive Postage Stamp Centenary dem- 
onstrates that volume of the petition, 
and the importance of the idea, does 
not make certain the issuance of a stamp. 


‘“‘What is the correct percentage to use 
in judging entries at a stamp exhibi- 
tion?” This is a matter of opinion, but 
fortunately opinions of most of the clubs 
differ but little. The New Jersey Phila- 
telic Federation uses a method that is 
followed by many clubs. The judges 
grade each exhibit on a basis of 40% 
for philatelic knowledge and research, 
25% for condition, 25% for originality, 
neatness in mounting, etc., and 10% for 
rarity. They do not award the best in 
each classification the top ribbon unless 
they feel it deserves first award, in this 
manner avoiding giving firsts, etc., to en- 





tries which may be the only one in their 
classification. At the Garfield-Perry 
Stamp Club of Cleveland the scoring is 
tabulated as follows: a. Philatelic knowl- 
edge, as shown by the write-up, notations 
and diagrams, 25 points; b. Completeness 
(Sets or issues selected by the exhibitor 
should be complete) 15 points; c. Dis- 
play, attractiveness, interest, arrange- 
ment and mounting, 30 points; d. Rarity, 
5 points; e. Condition of material, 15 
points; f. Original or research content 
(showing discoveries not heretofore 
shown, new information, verification or 
disproof of statements generally accept- 
ed), 10 points. Each judge at the Cleve- 
land shows gives each entry whatever 
percentage of these points he deems it 
deserves on the basis of its degree of 
perfection. 





Norman D. Thetford, Belmar, N. J., 
writes in to state that postmasters at all 
crown colonies of the British empire 
WILL fill orders for stamps if remittance 
in form of money order is sent, and that 
most will address and stamp an envelope 
for return or use the envelope submitted. 
A few, he writes, will return stamps 
under a franked envelope which does not 
require stamps. We wish to point out to 
our readers that like all other orders to 
foreign postmasters, risk is involved, 
and that unless one is prepared to accept 
some losses, or receipt of stamps not as 
ordered, collectors should abstain from 
such sendings. We have noted repeated 
complaints that it has taken months to 
receive such stamps and that the quality 
is often not on a par with those received 
from a dealer, though the cost in total 
of all charges is no less than the same 
stamps could be purchased from a dealer, 
who can supply it quicker and sometimes 
cheaper.

U. S. NOTES 


A Manhattan, Kansas, collector has 
found the 1c blue wrapper of 1887 with 
pre-cancellation of Ottawa, Kansas, used 
in 1891. The precancellation consists of 
a large dark blue ‘“O” which was evi- 
dently printed at the same time as the 
return card. The Precancel Bee illus 
trated this. 


A puzzling cancellation is noted in the 
Confederate Bulletin. A 10c 1863 on 
cover and cancelled with evidently a 
wood-cut cancel reading ““WAY” and to 
left of stamp the sole date is “DEC” in 
smaller letters. The letter inside was dated 
at Benton, Miss., but there was a post 
office named “WAY” nearby. Was the 
letter posted at Way, or was it posted on 
atrain and received that WAY marking, 
ask the Confederate students. 


Much was made of the pronounce- 
ment of a judge some time ago that a 
U. S. postage stamp was not a govern- 
ment security and that laws relating to 
securities did not apply to stamps. Sec- 
tion 2328 of the Postal Laws, which de- 
fnes “obligation or other security of the 
U.S.” was amended on March 13 to in- 
dude “cancelled United States stamps.” 
The reason seems obscure, except that it 
extends provisions for counterfeiting, etc., 
specifically to used stamps. The law had 
previously simply said “stamps,” not 
specifying if used or unused. 


Eastern collectors should watch for 
markings on ordinary mail indicating it 
was among the mail recovered from the 
Little Falls, N. J., post office robbery, 
April 18. A. L. Giannaula of Newark 
submits an April 26 clipping telling of a 











man finding 500 Pony Express stamps as 
he walked along the shore of Woodcliffe 
Lake in Bergen County. Two boys also 
reported seeing a large quantity of let 
ters floating in the lake and dragging was 
being resorted to to recover the missing 
pouches. The thieves were not appre- 
hended. 


A mailer of printed matter, desiring to 
keep his mailing list up to date with cor- 
rections and changes of address, can ob 
tain changes of address by having this 
printed in the lower left corner of the 


envelope: POSTMASTER — When 
change of address, please notify on Form 
No. 3547.” 


Concerning our comments on the “pre- 
cancel” on the 1847s of Wheeling, Steve 
Rich, Editor of the Precancel Bee, does 
not agree that these should probably be 
called ‘“‘controls” instead and then goes 
on to say: “Let’s admit we do NOT 
know why the Wheeling post office can- 
celled the 1847 issue twice, once before 
and once after affixing. But I'll hazard 
the guess that it was a preventive of 
theft, by making the stamps useless ex- 
cept on letters taken in by someone who 
knew that this mark had been put on 
the stamps. It is thus on a par with 
perforated initials.” If Steve’s surmise 
is correct then the above would be the 
same as the “control marks” referred to 
in catalogues of certain stamps of various 
countries, such as Ecuador for instance. 
We still are waiting to hear from anyone 
who has seen a "47 used from Wheeling 
WITHOUT the extra cancellation or con- 
trol or whatever it is. Look at your 
Wheeling cover (if you are that lucky) 
and write us, please. Wheeling was is- 
sued a total of 2200 5c and 900 10c. It 
would not have been much work for 
postal employees to put the marking on 
that small lot of stamps. 


An inverted Lindbergh booklet pane 
is illustrated in the May Bureau Special- 
ist. This peculiar variety was found in 
a book in which the other pane was 
normal. The extra sheet margin for at- 
taching the pane in the book is at bot- 
tom of the pane instead of at top, but 
otherwise it is normal. The likelihood 
was that a whole sheet of panes did 
exist in this manner and the others were 
used for postage by their finders. 


429 different plate number combina- 
tions of the 6c air mail stamp are re- 
ported to exist as of the May Bureau 
Specialist. If both right and left pane 
positions are considered, there are 713 
combinations known to exist. 


Collectors finding certain postoffices 
cancelling philatelic mail in an unneces- 
sarily heavy manner or simply smearing 
ink on stamps on parcels, can obtain cor- 
rection of conditions such as these if 
they will submit the specimen (with evi- 
dence to indicate. at what office the can- 








celling was done) to the Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, Washington, D. C. 
Mr. H. L. Baird of Cleveland Heights, 
O., submits correspondence he had in 
connection with use of smudge cancel in- 
stead of proper cancelling devices, and 
this procedure is indicated by these let- 
ters. In fairness to clerks at post offices, 
they have dual instructions, both of re- 
cent origin: to cancel lightly but legibly 
philatelic mail; and to “deface” as com- 
pletely as possible stamps so they may 
not be used again. Most offices give col- 
lector’s mail courteous treatment, and it 
is the few who do not who create trouble. 
The use of an illegible cancellation, such 
as a smear, is forbidden. 





The pitfalls of drawing conclusions 
from cancellations on stamps off cover is 
demonstrated by Weekly Philatelic Gos- 
sip when they illustrated as a “wrong 
date cancel” a 2c 1912 design coil stamp 
with a portion of a machine cancel which 
showed “OF PROGRESS/. . POSI 
TION HICAGO/ AUG. 14 192 
; ” Instead of a year date error (as 
claimed) for the Century of Progress 
Exhibition of 1933, the slogan was one 
used in 1922 to advertise the “PAGE 
ANT OF PROGRESS/EXPOSITION 
CHICAGO/ July 29-Aug. 14 1922.” 


This is your last month to get the 
1939-40 Duck Stamp. It goes off sale 
on June 29 and July 1 the new stamp 
for the 1940-41 fiscal year will be on 
sale. Unused stamps cost $1.00 and used 
copies from hunter’s licenses are obtain- 
able at a fraction of that sum. 





One of the curiosities of U. S. post 
office procedure is the ban against pre- 
cancellation of postage due stamps. Prob- 
ably the ban itself is not the peculiarity, 
but more likely the results. Many offices 
for years used their regular precancelling 
devices to precancel the Due stamps, 
though it was years before the absurdity 
became recognized of the waste of time 
in so cancelling a stamp used in the 
manner of Dues. Belatedly the Post 
Office Dept. ordered such precancella- 
tion to cease. The local postal officials, 
however, seemed to recognize and define 
as a precancel only a stamp so cancelled 
with the usual precancelling device; ig- 
noring the basic fact that it doesn’t mat- 
ter how it is done, if the cancelling is 
done before the stamp is used on mail, 
that it was a precancellation. Now local 
offices are cancelling the Dues in sheets 
with the regular parcel post cancelling 
devices before the stamps are affixed to 
matter for the purpose of collecting post- 


age due. Such precancels, termed “pro- 
visionals” by precancel collectors, are 
readily recognized by the incomplete 


impression of the cancellation ending 
abruptly at edge of stamp and not tying 
stamp to the piece of mail, as it would if 
applied after the stamp was affixed. 
There is obviously no point in cancelling 
due stamps before they are used, or for 
that matter in cancelling them at all. A 
cancellation is no protection against re- 
use of dues.
